On  the  whole,  prices  rea- 
lized were  very  good,  but 
strangely  enough,  over  40% 
of  the  material  sold  went  to 
dealers,  and  20#  to  collectors 
in  other  countries.

THE  MARYLAND  HALF  DOLLAR 

This  coin  was  issued  in  1934 
to  commemorate  the  300th  an- 
niversary of  the  landing  of 
the  Maryland  Colonists. 

The  charter  of  Maryland 
which  constituted  the  first 
proprietary  government  estab- 
lished in  America,  was  ob- 
tained from  Charles  I of 
England  and  issued  to  Cecil 
Calvert,  second  Lord  Balti- 
more, who  sent  a party  of 
emigrants  under  command  of 
his  brother,  to  colonize  the 
territory.  They  settled  at 
St.  Mary’s  on  March  27,  1634. 

The  name,  Maryland,  (Terra 
Mariae)  was  given  the  colony 
by  Charles  I in  honor  of  his 
queen,  Henrietta  Maria.  The 
celebration  of  the  tercenten- 
ary was  held  in  June,  1934. 

Obverse : Three-Quarter  bust 
of  Calvert  facing  right; 
below,  "Cecil  Calvert."  To 
left,  "E  Pluribus  Unum";  to 
right,  "In  God  We  Trust;" 
inscription  surrounding, 
"United  States  of  America"-- 
"Half  Dollar." 

Reverse : Bears  the  Maryland 
arms ; above , "Maryland  Ter- 
centenary;" below,  "1634-3934? 

The  designs  are  by  Hans 
Schuler,  director  of  the 
Maryland  Institute.  The  coin 
compares  favorably  with  pre- 
vious issues  of  this  kind. 
Both  sides  are  well  balanced 
and  there  is  no  overcrowding. 

Authorized  were  25,000 
coins  which  sold  for  $1.00 
each.  They  were  distributed 
by  the  Maryland  Tercentenary 
Commission,  Baltimore,  Md. 

A recent  article  relates 
"all  were  sold  except  5,000, 
held  for  exchanging  with  the 
Mint  for  a 1935  issue."

NIPPONESE  RUBBER  FIRM

The  Takasago  Rubber  Indus- 
try of  Tokyo  is  trying  to 
interest  the  government  in 
printing  its  yen  notes  on 
plastic  vinyl  film. 

They  say  vinyl  would  make 
much  better  banknotes  than 
paper  and  that  - perhaps  - 


other  countries  could  print 
their  money  on  it  too,  if 
plastic  yen  is  a success. 

T.  Yamamoto  and  J.Fujiwara, 
executives  of  the  company, 
told  a Japanese  newspaper  the 
Bank  of  Japan  is  impressed 
with  the  properties  of  vinyl 
and  may  make  a decision  soon. 

The  Bank  of  Japan,  an  offi- 
cial government  organ,  print* 
all  of  Japans  banknotes  and 
mints  its  coins. 

The  company  executives  said 
plastic  yen  would  be  more 
attractive  than  paper  money; 
it  would  be  waterproof  and  it 
wouldn’t  be  so  apt  to  rip  or 
tear.

SILVER  DENARIUS  OF 
CAESAR  AUGUSTUS 


A portrait  of  Caesar 
Augustus  appears  on  the  ob- 
verse of  his  silver  denarius 
or  "penny,"  so-called. 

The  denarius  of  Roman  rulecs 
is  the  most  frequently 
mentioned  coin  in  the  New 
Testament.  It  was  a day's 
wage  of  the  common  laborer. 
(Mat  20:1,2)  It  was  the 
money  paid  to  the  innkeeper 
by  the  Good  Samaritan. 

(Luke  10:35)  And  we  find  it 
in  other  New  Testament  narra- 
tive. Its  silver  value  is 
approximately  sixteen  cents 
in  United  States  money. 

Julius  Caesar  adopted  his 
young  grandnephew  Octavius, 
grandson  of  his  sister  Julis. 
Octavius,  on  the  death  of  his 
foster  father,  became  one  of 
the  Second  Triumvirate;  then 
he  rapidly  rose  to  power,  be- 
coming emperor  and  changing 
his  name  to  Caesar  Augustus; 
and  a long  line  of  succeeding 
emperors  used  that  name  as 
their  title,  combining  it 
with  their  own  names.  His 
rule  as  emperor  dates  27  B.C. 
14  A.D.  and  is  called  "The 
Golden  Age  of  Rome . " His 
name  appears  only  once  in  the 
Bible : 

"And  it  came  to  pass  in 
those  days,  that  there 
went  out  a decree  from 
Caesar  Augustus,  that 
all  the  world  should  be 
taxed."  (Luke  2:1) 

That  decree  sent  Joseph  and 
Mary  to  Bethlehem  for  enroll- 
ment, because  Joseph  "was  of 
the  house  and  lineage  of 
David"  and  Bethlehem  was  "the 
city  of  David."  That  decree 
caused  Bethlehem  to  have  the 
beautiful  stories  of  The 
Shepherds  and  the  Angels' 
Song,  and  The  Coming  of  the 
Magi.  That  decree  placed  a 
shining  star  over  Bethlehem 
f orever . 

Micah  had  foretold  that  the 
Messiah  would  be  born  in 
Bethlehem.  (Micah  5:2)

PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS 

MacArthur  Commemorative  Coins 
SILVER 

In  1947  the  Philippine  Govern- 
ment honored  Gen.  Douglas 
MacArthur  by  issuing  two  com- 
memorative coins  bearing  his 
portrait  - $1.00  and  50^  size 
both  silver,  struck  at  the 
U.  S.  Mint.

U.  S.  TRADE  DOLLARS 

The  United  States  Trade 
Dollar  was  one  of  the  disap- 
pointments of  its  period. 

The  constant  demand  for  Mexi- 
can Dollars  in  the  Orient, 
and  for  Austrian  or  Maria 
Theresa  Dollars  in  certain 
parts  of  Africa,  led  some  in- 
dividuals to  believe  that  a 
market  could  readily  be  found 
to  work  off  a part  of  the 
superfluous  product  of  the 
silver  mines  of  the  West. 

Great  preparations  were 
made  to  get  out  an  attractive 
coin  which,  in  beauty  of  exe- 
cution, purity  of  metal,  and 
intrinsic  value,  should  sur- 
pass its  competitors. 

The  mints  at  Philadelphia, 
San  Francisco  and  Carson  City 
were  equipped  for  striking 
them,  and  in  1873  the  first 
pieces  were  ready  for  export. 
Columbia  seated  on  a bale  of 
cotton,  extending  the  olive 
branch  of  peace  with  her 
right  hand,  while  her  left, 
holding  a scroll  inscribed 
Liberty,  falls  beside  her, 
and  a sheaf  of  grain  behind 
the  bale,  furnished  the  de- 
vice which  was  to  win  the 
approval  of  the  "heathen 
Chinee,"  and  the  shrewd 
merchants  and  tradesmen  of 
the  Celestial  empire. 

Unfortunately  for  the  pro- 
moters of  the  scheme,  the 
Chinese  were  not  attracted. 
The  Act  that  provided  for 
coining  the  pieces  allowed 
them  to  be  used  at  home  as 
"legal  tender."  There  were 
difficulties  in  the  way,  for 
their  weight  slightly  exceed- 
ed that  of  the  Standard 
Dollars  by  seven  and  a half 
grains;  and  in  the  hope  that 
they  might  win  favor,  by 
necessity  perhaps,  rather 
than  by  desert,  the  law  which 
authorized  "Trades"  discon- 
tinued the  coinage  of 
"Standards."  The  effort 
proved  futile;  the  legal 
tender  quality  was  abolished 
in  July,  1876,  and  after  six 
years  struggle,  the  plan 
proved  to  be  a complete
